Hi all, 
Here I am back again after some unpleasant surgery, but recovering well! 


I have a question about some vacuum mounted crystals. They look like vacuum 
tubes, some are octal and some are in miniature 7 pin envelopes. Each one 
consists of a long (up to 5-6 cm) quartz bar with gold plated faces, 
suspended by their connecting wires from vacuum tube type mica and rod 
structures. There's no getter. The plating on each side is in a pattern of 2 
lands that "fit into each other" sort of like a jigsaw. There are 4 
terminals, 2 from each of the lands on both sides. The frequencies of these 
crystals are very low - the ones I have range from 5.6 to about 20 KHz. 


I would like some info on what sort of circuits there are meant to work in. 
I have one British boatanchor which has one in an electron coupled Pierce 
type oscillator circuit with two of its terminals connected between screen 
and grid of a tube and the other two shorted together and grounded through a 
trimmer. I have managed to get some of them to oscillate in this way but not 
all. The lower frequency ones are actually audible and keep going for 15 
seconds or so after the power is shut off!! 


I have also tried using some of the common digital IC oscillator circuits 
but without success. A 741 op amp oscillator is fine for the lower frequency 
ones but slew rate limits at higher frequencies. 


I suspect these were used as socillators or filters in carrier 
communications equipment but would really like to know more about them. Has 
anyone encountered these before and is there any technical information 
around?

If you change ISP (IntexNet Service Provider), simply send me an 
email advising the change, and I will do my best to implement the 
change quickly. 


For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 


ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 


like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.
